CONGRATULATORY 


Before  entering  on  the  details  of  rules  and  regulations,  instructions  to  Judges,  and  premi¬ 
ums  for  exhibitors,  in  the  Third  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Dauphin  County  Agricultural 
Society,  the  officers  of  the  organization  deem  it  due  to  the  farmers,  manufacturers  and  mer¬ 
chants  of  this  and  surrounding  counties,  who  have  participated  in  these  exhibitions,  to  offer 
them  their  hearty  congratulations  in  the  success  which  attended  the  two  first  displays  of  the 
Society,  as  well  as  in  the  propitious  prospects  promising  a  more  marked  success  for  that  of 
1881.  The  Society  has  every  reason  to  know  that  the  public  appreciates  its  efforts  in  behalf 
of  science  and  mechanism,  in  the  promotion  of  the  success  of  which  it  undertook  the  great 
responsibility  of  establishing  an  Annual  Fair  for  the  exhibition  of  farm,  garden  and  orchard 
products,  and  for  a  display  of  improved  dairy  stock,  draught  and  speed  horses,  and  a  presen¬ 
tation  of  specimens  of  all  the  various  implements  used  in  agricultural  pursuits.  The  rival¬ 
ries  and  competition  excited  by  such  an  exhibition,  in  which  premiums  are  offered  for  excel¬ 
lence,  require  more  judgment  properly  to  direct  and  prevent  from  coming  into  clashing  col¬ 
lision  and  jealous  disparagement,  than  those  who  have  no  experience  in  such  affairs  can  for  a 
moment  imagine.  These  rivalries  and  competitions  were  judiciously  managed  at  the  two 
first  exhibitions,  producing  a  general  satisfaction  at  the  first,  which  made  the  second  Fair  a  bril¬ 
liant  success,  and  from  the  effects  of  which  the  officers  of  the  Society  are  now  justified  in  an¬ 
ticipating  for  the  Third  Annual  Exhibition  a  triumph,  if  possible,  even  more  brilliant  than 
that  of  its  predecessors.  Convinced  that  everything  is  conducted  in  a  fair  and  judicious 
manner,  that  exhibitors  and  their  exhibits  are  judged  alone  on  the  broad  basis  of  excellence  in 
merit,  every  exhibitor  has  the  assurance,  when  he  enters  into  this  competition,  that  what¬ 
ever  he  carries  out  of  it  in  the  way  of  premiums  attests  his  skill  and  his  ability  to  accomplish 
results  and  produce  objects  of  usefulness  and  utility.  It  is  by  this  system  of  treatment  that 
the  Dauphin  County  Agricultural  Society  has  established  a  wide  reputation.  The  opera¬ 
tions  of  such  an  organization,  being  necessarily  complex,  requires  the  utmost  care  for  their 
direction.  And  now  the  officers  congratulate  the  public  on  the  success  of  this  direction. 
Two  annual  exhibitions  have  been  great  triumphs,  which  prognosticate  a  crowning  success 
for  the  third.  Nor  has  the  influence  of  these  fairs  ended  at  these  important  and  widely  ex¬ 
tended  results.  The  world  is  made  better  the  more  its  inhabitants  are  mingled  in  conferen¬ 
ces  and  comparison  of  results  achieved  by  them,  and  on  this  principle  it  is  claimed  that  the 
Agricultural  Fair  is  a  benefit  which  could  not  be  conferred  on  the  farmer,  mechanic  and 
merchant  in  any  other  manner. 

The  Fair  of  1881  will  be  an  improvement  on  its  two  predecessors,  1st,  because  the  Society 
is  better  prepared  this  year  than  it  was  last,  for  the  entire  and  satisfactory  accommodation  of 
all  exhibitors.  Profiting  by  the  experience  of  two  years,  the  officers  have  made  many  im¬ 
provements  in  the  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  stock  and  machinery,  the  two  features 
of  an  exhibition  always  difficult  to  handle. 

In  the  departments  devoted  to  the  farm,  garden,  orchard  and  dairy,  great  enlargements 
will  be  made  and  every  facility  afforded  to  give  exhibitors  ample  space,  and  speciators  every 
possible  means  of  studying  exhibits.  The  officers  appreciate  the  necessity  of  giving  the 
farmer  and  dairyman  a  wide  space,  and  have  arranged  to  do  this  in  full  this  year.  Dauphin 
county  is  pre-eminent  in  the  line  of  farming.  Her  soil  is  rich,  and  the  care  bestowed  in  its 
cultivation  has  made  many  of  our  farmers  absolute  authorities  on  all  matters  relating  to  the 
farm  and  orchard.  It  is  to  give  them  the  prominence  they  deserve  that  induces  the  Society 
to  devote  a  a  new  and  enlarged  building  to  their  accommodation. 

A  commanding  feature  of  the  Fair  of  1881  will  be  a  great  building  devoted  to  manufac¬ 
turers  and  merchants  in  lines  not  directly  connected  with  farming  pursuits,  but  closely  identi¬ 
fied  with  housekeeping,  the  ornamentation  of  homes,  housefurnishing,  clothing,  art  orna¬ 
ments,  &c.  It  will  be  a  combination  of  the  genius  of  the  inventor,  the  constructor  and  the 
artist,  the  whole  forming  an  attractive  museum,  such  as  was  never  before  contained  in  a 
county  agricultural  fair. 

With  this  brief  resume  of  the  objects  and  main  features  of  the  Fair  of  1881,  the  officers  of 
the  Dauphin  County  Agricultural  Society  will  let  the  enterprise  now  take  its  legitimate 
course  with  the  public.  The  Society  will  have  a  care  that  no  part  of  their  work  is  undone  or 
done  imperfectly,  that  exhibitors  are  accommodated  properly  and  located  fairly,  and  that  the 
public  have  every  opportunity  to  see  and  judge  of  the  merits  of  the  exhibits.  For  what  is  to 
follow,  the  public  will  be  responsible.

TICKET  S YSTEM— ADMISSIONS. 


Single  Admissions,  -  --  --  --25  cents 

Coupon  Tickets,  (admitting  5  persons,)  -----  $l  00 

Exhibitors’  (Season)  Tickets,  -  -  1  00 

Carriages  and  Saddle  Horses  will  be  allowed  to  enter  the 

enclosure  for  -  -  -  -  -  -  -  -25  cents. 

Persons  in  Carriages,  not  having  Tickets,  must  procure  them  at  the  Ticket  Office  before 
being  permitted  to  enter  the  enclosure. 

SSiPNo  Money  will  be  Received  by  G-atemen. 

1.  All  Articles  and  Animals  for  Exhibition  must  be  properly  entered  at  the  Business 
Office.  The  Grounds  and  Buildings  will  be  opened  on  MONDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEM¬ 
BER  12,  at  8  o’clock,  to  receive  them;  and  trusty  persons  employed  by  the  Society  will  assign 
them  places  and  guard  the  Grounds. 

2.  Entries  in  all  departments  will  close  on  TUESDAY,  SEPTEMBER  18th,  at  12  o’clock 
noon. 

8.  No  Animals  or  Articles  entered  for  exhibition  can  be  taken  away  before  the  close  of 
the  Fair  except  by  permission  of  the  President  or  Secretary,  and  no  premium  will  be  given 
or  paid  on  Animals  or  Articles  removed  in  violation  of  this  Rule. 

All  who  intend  to  exhibit  Horses,  Cattle,  Sheep  or  Swine,  should  notify  the  President,  Sec¬ 
retary  or  Chief  Marshal  of  such  intention  before  SEPTEMBER  12,  in  order  that  the  proper 
arrangements  may  be  made  for  their  accommodation. 

All  Articles  for  exhibition  must  be  within  the  Grounds  on  TUESDAY,  SEPTEMBER  18, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  arranged  for  examination  by  the  Judges.  ETorses  and  Cattle  must 
be  in  their  stalls  by  TUESDAY  NOON,  or  they  will  be  ruled  out  of  competition.  The 
Chief  Marshal  has  instructions  to  enforce  this  regulation,  which  he  will  strictly  execute. 

4.  Premiums  awarded  to  persons  residing  out  of  the  city  will  be  paid  immediately  on  the 
close  of  the  Fair,  at  the  Business  Office,  on  the  Grounds,  by  William  Stephens,  Treasurer, 
and  those  to  residents  of  the  city,  at  his  office,  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  following  the  Exhibi¬ 
tion,  on  presentment  of  their  proper  ticket  of  admission,  and  the  card  received  at  entering  ; 
and  all  Premiums  not  called  for  within  80  days  will  be  considered  donations  to  the  Society. 
Hay,  Straw  and  Water  will  be  supplied  free  of  charge,  for  all  animals  entered  for  Premiums; 
and  Grain  will  be  provided  at  the  lowest  cost  price  for  those  who  desire  to  purchase. 

5.  The  gates  will  be  open  to  the  public  at  8  a.  m,,  and  close  at  6  p.  m.,  each  day  during  the 
Exhibition.  All  wagons  or  other  vehicles  used  in  transportation  of  forage  or  refreshments 
must  be  removed  from  the  Grounds  before  9  a.  m.,  and  no  person  will  be  permitted  to  remain 
upon  the  Grounds  during  the  night  unless  specially  authorized  by  the  Secretary  or  Chief 
Marshal. 

6.  Special  passes  will  be  given  by  the  Secretary  to  persons  employed  in  taking  care  of 
stock,  or  employed  in  booths,  on  personal  application  of  persons  owning  stock  or  booth. 
Transfer  of  tickets  in  any  or  all  cases  will  subject  the  party  to  arrest  and  expulsion  of  stock, 
booth,  vehicles  and  party  from  the  Grounds,  and  from  competition  for  Premiums  offered  by 
the  Society. 

7.  No  Animal  will  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  on  the  Grounds.  Every  Article  or  Animal 
upon  the  Grounds  shall,  during  the  Fair,  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board;  and  while  every 
possible  precaution  will  be  taken  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  same,  the  Board  will  in  no.  case  he 
responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  that  may  occur . 

8.  When  an  entry  is  made  of  any  stock  or  article,  the  Secretary  will  give  the  party  a  card, 
which  will  contain  the  number  of  entry  and  Class,  which  must  be  attached  to  the  stall  or 
article.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


9.  All  entries  will  be  made  in  strict  compliance  with  the  offered  Premium  List,  and 
awards  made  in  accordance.  Parties  must,  therefore,  take  particular  pains  to  have  stock  and 
articles  entered  just  as  they  want  them. 

No  spirituous  liquors  will  be  permitted  to  be  sold  on  the  Grounds. 

An  ample  Police  Force  will  be  on  the  Grounds  day  and  night.  They  will  be  sworn  in  as 
conservators  of  the  peace,  having  authority  to  arrest  disorderly  persons. 

The  Board  will  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  daily,  at  their  office  on  the  Grounds 
during  the  Fair. 

Should  bad  weather  occur  during  the  Fair,  that  would  occasion  a  small  attendance  or  a 
loss  financially  to  the  Society,  it  is  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  the  following  Premiums 
will  be  paid  only  in  pro-rata  to  the  amount  of  revenue  received. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO  JUDGES. 


1.  You  will  receive  your  committee  books  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  your  duties  at 
10  o’clock  on  WEDNESDAY,  September  14th.  The  committee  books  will  refer  you  to  the 
names  affixed  to  the  different  animals  or  articles  submitted  for  your  examination.  In  these 
books  you  will  write  out  your  report  and  hand  it  to  the  Secretary  before  6  p.  m.  on  Wednes¬ 
day. 

2.  Judges  will  not  award  any  animal  or  article  a  premium,  unless,  in  their  opinion,  it  is 
“decidedly  meritorious.” 

3.  Animals  or  articles  which  have  no  competition,  will  be  awarded  a  first  or  second  pre¬ 
mium,  according  to  merit. 

4.  You  will  award  no  diploma  unless  it  is  specially  named  in  the  class  you  judge;  but  if 
you  find  anything  meritorious  in  your  class,  and  not  provided  for,  you  will  report  your 
opinion  to  the  Board. 

5.  Permit  no  person  to  interfere  in  your  deliberations.  Competitors  attempting  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  Committees  will  forfeit  the  right  to  a  premium. 

6.  The  age  of  horses  shall  be  computed  from  the  first  day  of  January  of  the  year  in  which 
they  were  foaled. 

7.  Unsound  animals  shall  not  be  awarded  a  premium. 

8.  Let  your  reports  be  strictly  private,  and  allow  no  one  to  examine  your  books.  The  re¬ 
ports  will  be  announced  by  the  Board  on  Thursday  at  11  o’clock  ;  prior  to  that  time  awards 
should  not  be  made  known  to  any  person. 

9.  No  person  shall  act  as  a  Judge  in  any  class  in  which  he  is  an  exhibitor.

Any  person  wishing  to  compete  for  the 
Plowman's  Prize  must  make  his  entry  before 
noon  on  Tuesday ,  and  must  be  on  the  grounds 
promptly  at  the  appointed  hour  or  he  will  be 
ruled  out  of  competition.

RULES  FOR  PLOWING. 

1.  The  quantity  of  ground  for  each  team 
to  be  one-fourth  of  an  acre. 


2.  The  time  allowed  to  do  the  work  will  be 
two  hours. 

3.  The  width  of  the  furrow  to  be  eleven 
inches,  and  the  depth  not  less  than  six  inches. 

4.  The  furrow  slice  in  all  cases  to  be  lapped. 

5.  The  teams  to  start  at  one  time,  and  each 
plowman  to  do  his  work  without  a  driver  or 
other  assistant. 

6.  The  premiums  offered  by  the  Society 
will  be  awarded  to  the  individuals  who,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  shall  do  their 
work  in  the  best  manner,  provided  the  work 
is  done  in  the  time  allowed  for  its  perfor¬ 
mance. 

7.  No  person  except  the  viewing  committee 
will  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  the  grounds 
after  the  work  is  commenced,  until  the  com¬ 
mittee  leave  the  ground. 

8.  Each  Plowman  to  strike  his  own  land 
and  plow  entirely  independent  of  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  land. 

9.  Within  the  fourth  of  an  acre  plowed, 
each  plowman  will  be  required  to  strike  two 
back  furrowed  lands,  and  finish  with  the  dead 
furrow  in  the  middle.
